DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 41 and 42 in the reply filed on June 10, 
2004 is acknowledged. Claims 1 -40 have been cancelled by the Applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 41 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 41, line 4, the phrase "region downloading contents" is not clear sentence 
structure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

5. Claims 41 and 42, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Cretzler, US 5,644,724. 

Cretzler discloses a transaction network, e.g. 300, a consumer (not shown) - a terminal 
would have been inherent, for a contents sender, e.g. 307, and separate taxing authorities, e.g. 
Fig. 1 C, to receive tax money from contents that may have been purchased from separate 
regions. 
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6. Further pertinent references of interest are noted on the attached PTO-892. 

7. Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) has been noted. However, only the 
PTO-1449 form has been received.
